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PARAPSYCHOLOGY IN JAPAN 


Introduction 


In 1992, the Japanese Society for Parapsychology celebrated its 25th anniversary with a three- 
day conference in Tokyu. ‘This society was founded by Professor Snji Otani, an academic 
psychologist at the Japanese Defense Academy. It has been the mainstay of responsible 
parapsychology in Japan, and has ity intellectwal roots both in traditional Japanese approaches | 
and in the American cxperimental appruach of J.B Rhine. The latter influence is largely due to l 
the time spent by Otani in Rhine’s lab in the mid 1960's, and more recently by Dr Shigeki 
Hagio, an academic psychologist from Kagoshima Keizai University, in the southern part of 
Japan, The Society has u small membership, with relatively few empirical contributions, ' 
averaging about seven reseurch-related reports each year. Separate sections below will cover 
this year’s ISP convention, as well as research recently initiatcd at Sony. | 


Before considering recent research and researchers, some genera! comments on the social 
context of parapsychology in Japan may he helpful. All are a mix of subjective impressions ; 
from the author's visit. Japan is a very polite, socially structured society. Criticism is indirect, 
inferred and often rather gradual. Confrontation or debate at conferences or in the media has 
been quite rare aluough that is changing. Researchers acknowledge that they obtain more | 
direct and detailed criticisrm when they present their work internationally. ‘This is unfortunate | 
for parapsychology, where critical feedback is necessary to avoid the many pitfails of design, 
methodology, analysis and interpretation that can so easily arise, especially with novice 
researchers. Some Japanese research projects appear to suffer from lack of critical feedback. It ; 
has often been said that when people do not like an idea they will ignore it rather than confront l 
it. There has been very little public criticism of parapsychology by skeptical groups or | 
academics, therefore, which probably is not a good thing. It meany that the topic has been and 
can he safely ignored by the academic/intellectual community, This is reflected in the dearth of 
bona. fide academicians currently involved and in the relative lack of studcnt involvement. Tt is 
difficult if not impossible to interest university senior staff and administrators. There is l 
insufficient precedent and universities are very conservative, and reluctant to take on new | 
ideas. “The nail that stands out gets hammered down” is a well-known proverb, frequently 
cited in conversution. The lack of academic involvement and other public discussion means 
that serious public assessment of the strengths and weaknesses of parapsychological research is l 
greatly reduced. This in turn further marginalises the subject tor potential serious researchers. 


An additional consequence is that the media themselves have no real guidelines for 
distinguishing between competent and sloppy research, in their own country and elsewhere. 
Many programs ure made which desoribe rescarch activitics in China, Russia, North America 
and Europe, which are very popular but have little quality control, Japanese psychics are 
presented primarily through televised demonstrations which arc often poorly conuulled, This 
situation is amenable tm some change, however, as Japanese media are eagcr to avoid mistakes | 
or being regarded atter the fact as foolish. But when they seek advice, they have little idca 
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themselves of Ue degree of expertise of those they consult. This is not umque to Japanese 
media, of course. A recent example of media conflict over psychic claims is mentioned in the 
atached article by James McClenon, 


Japanese society as 1 whole is very open to parapsychology and to intelligent research in such 
areas. Survey figurcy show that only 10% of Japanese claim religious belief, yet 80% claim to 
practice Buddhism and 80% claim to practice Shinto. Most Japanese actively practice both, 
and frequently engage in rituals of various sorts which imply direct interaction hetween their 
own mental activities and the surrounding environment, including interaction with spirits. 
Supplicatory prayer is conmmon, even by those who would claim that it’s only a placebo, or that 
they are engaging in a sovial uct to show their peers how dedicated they are towards various 
goals. The idea of using modern tools to explore ancient claims is acceptable to most, because 
Japanese society emphasiscs the integration of the old with the new in so many ways. Current 
interest in exploring psychic powers seems currently to focus on China and Russia/Siberia, 
generally held by academics to be the twu main ancient sources of Japanese. spirimal tradition. 
Siberia is less frequently acknowledged by the public as a whole, but cvidence of Sibexlan 
shamanism as well as luduchinese shamanism (via Okinawa) can be seen in the forms of Shinto. 
practices in less developed regions (occasionally reforred to as Mountain Shinto or "mountain 
religion". Included are various mediumisric and healing practices, as well as ideas of the 
concentration of mental energy Jater incorporated in the mountain-based Ninja waining centres 
and in the Chinese tradition of Qi. 


As a tesult of various factors including the above, serious psychical rescarch in Japan tends to 
be practised by a handful uf academics, hy a few members of the medical community, and by 
individuals or small groups within industry. The most impressive example of the latter are the 
research facilities at the Sony Research Center in Yokohama, 


Purapsychology Research at Sony 


Professor Soi Otani and the author visited the Sony Research Center in August, 1992, where 
there arc two laboratories involved in parapsychological research. Our hosts were three | 
electrical engineers; Dr Toshiro Terauchi, Senior Manager of the ESPER Laboratory; Dr | 
Yoichiso Sako, Represenrarive of the ESPER Laboratory; and Dr Mitsuru Takashima, 
Assistant Manager of the Pulscgraph Laboratory. Although all three spoke English, Dr | 
‘Terauchi served as our primary wanslator. We were given a brief history and introduction to 
the rescarch of the two labs. |

Seven years earlier, Mr Ibuka, Honorary Chairman of Sony Corporation, established a lab with 
Dr ‘l'akashima, to explore the mind-body aspects of oriental medicine. After three years the 
Pulsegraph Lab was formed, to examine Eastern approaches through the tools of Western 
medicine. This has involved working with Chinese Qigong practitioners, primarily Mr 
Nagoya who has joined them. They study interactions between healers and non-clinical 
volunteers, focussing on the physiology of both healer und client. Meastires are taken while the 
licaler becomes relaxed and while the healer gives and receives energy, Thesc measures so far 
have been taken on people in the same sou, ny remote influence studies as yet. ‘They intend 
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to look at differences in healcrs, both Japanesc and Chincsec, as well as differences in healing 
environments. Although they employ a variety of measures including EEG, body tempcraturc 
and standard plethysmography, their muin innovation so far is the development of the 
pulsegraph, an instrument for measuring pressure in the arteries at three adjacent locations, 
primarily in the Jeft and right wrists. The device places pressure on the artery at three adjacent 
sites, varying the amount of pressure from hard to merely “floating”. ‘his gives a total of 12 
readouts, six from each hand, and enables assessment of vasomotor activity, heart rate, heart 
beat amplitude, blond flow, viscosity, vessel elasticity and heart valve movement. Professor 
Otani and 1 both went through this procedure and our polygraph records ware examined 
afterwards by Mr Nagoya. He examined the raw wave forms themselves as well as the varions 
digitised readings provided, focussing on varlous patterns. He then gave a description both of 
the cardiovascular health of the individual, plus a character reading based on an assessment of 
what the body-mind intcraction was likely to be, e.g. I'm a nice person because my body isu’! 
giving my viscera a hard time. This procedure seerned to represent their main accomplishment 
so far, and thoy felt that they had deviscd a scientifically solid procedure for measuring 
processes suggested by Eastern technique. The author has since learned that Chinesee 
practitioners routinely put three fingers on each pulse for several minutes, first one then the 
other, and that this constitutes a major medical observation for them. The Pulsegraph Lab, 
then, had been primarily a lab for development of psychophysiological measurements so far, 
and their research was only gradually turning toward procedures that would enable 
Theasurement of remote intinence within a medical context. 


On the other hand, the ESPER J.ab, less than a year old at the time, was to be dedicated to more 
directly parapsychulugical procedures. Its origins had apparently come from a major 
reassessment of Sony priorities for the 21st century by the R and D Corporate Planning Group. 
In debating between "outer space” and "inner space” they tad selected inner space as less 
expensive and as less likcly to be donc better in Western society. A Human Science Working 
Group had identifiod four arcas of interest: brain sciences, social science, highly creative 
individuals (artists and producers of impressive works), and special mental abilities, including 
psi and Qigong practice. They had decided to emphasise China, as country of origin, and 
through Mr Ibuka and the Chinese government, Sony representatives were allowed to mect 
Qigong practitioners. ‘They were impressed and reported to the Chairman of Sony, Mr Morita, 
who set up the ESPER lab in response. One of the first projects was to follow up on some 
demonstrations filmed in China by TVS of children who can apparently read hidden characters. 
A joint project was being designed with media people such that part af the incentive for 
participants would be ro appear on TV. Their tests were not well described, and sounded 
sume whut informal, se we could not assess how likely the results are to be due to some sort ot 
trickery by the children, Characters from bouks as well as those wmitten on paper were used. 
They estimate that at present they had worked with over 100 children, with one in ten doing 
well, and some showing stable abilities. In conversation, they seemed reluctant to consider the 
possibility that some or all of their successful participants might just be skilled wicksters, but 
seemed open to the idea of safcguarding against external criticism. Given the general auitudes 
toward actual public criticism, it is hard to say how seriously they took this possibility. In 
general, they seemed more interested in presenting their work rather than discussing it, Their 
stated general goals for the ESPER Laboratory are to conduct research with children and adults,

to verify the existence of such special skills, developing theory, systems and applications. In 
general the Pulsegrapt: Lab research seems more advanced and on a solid basis; the ESPER 
research seeuis in ils early slages and we could not zeta good feel for how well it was currently 
being couducted, All direc researchers seerned intelligent and interested in doing good science. 
We only saw the Pulsegraph Lab, and its facilities seemed quite adequate for the job, We were 
told that in all there were ten individuals employed in the two labs combined. Sony dues seem 
to have a commitment to rescarch in this area with support at the highest aduuinisirative levels, 


THE JAPANESE SOCIETY FOR PARAPSYCHOLOGY ANNUAL CONFERENCE 


‘The annual meeting of the IPS normally lasts for two days but was extended for a third day so 
that its one-day summer tutorial session could he combined, Attendance was approximately 25 
people, all male save for a Student, a spouse and one of the demonstrators. Some attendees 
were researchers in corporations such as NEC, Fujitsu, Hitachi and 1HM,. who were able to do 
some small amount of research but only in their spare ime, generally something involving 
RNG's and computers. Attached ure cards from some of the attendees, plus the three Sony 
researchers who did not aliend. A few of the presenters seem well worth further interaction, 
and condensed versions of their papers are cnclosed. 


Professor Sofi Orani (address in PA Directory) is the leading figure in the Society. Now retired 
from the Defense Academy, he no longer conducts research but remains active in writing, 
editing and administration. He has many contacts with academia, industry (including Sony) 
and the major media, especially television. Attached is a paper by him summarising the 
Society's research activities over the years. 


Dr Musayuki Hirafuji is a young cognitive psychologist with the National Agriculture 
Research: Center, in the Ministry of Agriculture, Forestry and Fisheries. He presented two 
papers, vue a conmectionist model of ESP, the other an attempted derivation of a precognition 
model. [lis current job restricts him to model construction with no empirical testing, although 
he would in principle be quite happy tw do buth. He seems very articulate and has some 
working knowledge of parapsychology.

Mr Hideyuki Kokubo is a young computer specialist with Sanseido, a publishing company. 
He gave a paper using signal detection theory in a novel application, but also finds that he is 
constrained to model construction rather than empirical testing. 


Professor Shigeki Hagio, a psychologist at Kagoshima-Keizai University, is now the most 
acilve experimentalist and follows the classical Rhinean strategies of psi testing. Enclosed are 
brief descriptions of several recent studies, involving the local student populations. He has 
spent time in the Stats as well as in Britain, occasionally attends PA conferences and is a PA 
associate member. He is fairly knvwledgeable about modern parapsychological methods. His 
university is in the southern part of Japan. | 
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Drs 'Loshiaki Tmaizumi and Osamu Imada are youuy psychiawists in Kachi Tlospital, whose 
paper on beliefs about the nature of spontaneous cases is enclosed. They secmed intelligent 


and with knowledge of research design and parapsychology. 


Dr Akiro Ouda is a retired specialist in Buddhist philosophy, who is a PA member and has 


been active in the Sucicty frou (he beginning. 


Others presented on the programme as well, but were less involved in research-related topics. 


SUMMARY 


The researchers named ahove seem responsible and good starting places for cxploring serious 
Japanese parapsychology. ‘There is much popular interest in Japan and many groups why blend 
claims of special mental power and spiritual practice. Some of these have dubious reputatiuns, 
within the parapsychological community as well as the public. Most younger Japanese can usc 
English adequately. Older Japanese can read it but often have trouble with spukcn English, 
Japan is a country with considerable potential fur parapsychology, but they need more 
information about Western techniques for assessment. In tum their culture has many practices 
which should be explored wore syslcmatically and may contribute su bstantially to our 


understanding.

Academic reseurch in parapsychology in Jupwr stunted after World War If, beginning 
with the introduction of the works of Parapsycholoby Laboratory, Duke University dirccicd 
by Dr.J.B. Rhine. 

A thesis written by Ohinni was published in the Journal of Parapsychology in 1955. 
Research in Japan has been strongly influenced by the Laburatury since then, In 1965,

“ Parnpsychology Studying Group" was established, and they presented their research in the | 
Japanese Society tor Psychology and the Japanese Society tor Applied Psychalogy. In 1967, | 
the first convention of the Group was held, followed by the establishment of “ the Japanese | 
Society for Parnnsychalngy” . This offered researchers the opportunities to exchange | 
informativu and tu present their sophisticated research ansvally. | 
More than 180 researches have been pwexented at the Annual Convention. As for those 
on ESP, we have the one on the relationship wit some psychological tests(Ohtaai, Nomura, | 
‘Tukeshima), the ones on the relationship with physiological vuriuble(Ohiani, Oscala, ' 
Matsumae, Nagashima, Sugistuta, Kusunoki, Saito, Fukuda), the ones on the relationship |

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Connectionist Model of ESP 
Magayuki Hitafuji 
1 the Amount of Information Transmitted with ESP 
In an ESP experiment using targets whose hit rate is 1/2, the amount of information 
tranamitted in a tial is shown in the formula in the next page. 
At least L/TESP times of trials are needed ty get 1 bit af information(shown in Fig.1). 
This means we can get a significant result with a large oumber of trials even if the hit 
rate in cloao te the chasms Iovel. The amount of information transmitted in 2 trialin a 
‘trial is quite small, ax seen from the fact that most ESP experiments with significant 
results have a largo oumber of tials. That is, the capacity of RSP is quite «mail. 
Based on the idea that this is because signals of ESP occure ata level weaker than 
uises, I csiablish my model of ESP. 
2 GSP and the Process of Cognition 
As seen in the Law of Waver, normal geuses, such 48 sight, auditory seuse, scnse of 
touch, produce relatively simple responses against stimuli, On the other hand, ESP 
Produces rather complexed responses which seem deeply related lw the subjects’ process of 
cognition, as seu in sbcep—and—goat and prime effect. Tf ESP is closely related to the 
process, we need a model including it to understand EAP. 
T combined the model of cognition and a model in which information is extracted from 
weak ESP signal below the noise level, and established an-ESP model(shown in Fig.2). 
3 Neural Network 
Neural network is a model which consists of combined models of nerve cells whose 
functions are simplified. 
Because of the diffcoreu~s among the simplification or the combination, several 
kinds of neural networks have beea proposed, The miost basic functious related to 
cognition, such as rewgnition, memory, association, learning, can he expressed with 
combination of the network. : 
Judging from the fact that BP modei resembles the actual brain functios so much, thc 
madel ia which information is coded or decoded by combining neural networks can be 
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applied to brains if the transmission with signals wemker than soize ic possible. 
4 ESP Signal Detective Theory 
We have no idea which organ senses ESP signal as we don't know whut carrics ESP 

‘ iponle, But they must be trenamitted into neural impulses, if wo put it that wa have a 
certain organ which senses them. I presume that BSP signal is micro electrical charge in 
neural impulses, 

Can human beings transmit concepts with slectromagnatic waves, as presumed that ESP 
ig a kind of eleciromagnetic wave and nerve cells arc anteonas? 

It ig true that there are some parts in our brains and cells which are electrically 
chargad, and those parts certainly radiate electromagnetic waves. It decso’t matter that 
the amount of the radiated cnergy is smail. The point is that the waves have complicated 
phase diffcronces. Because the phuses change timewise arid spaccwise in a complicated 
manner, they dimuiss cach other so that we can’t detect them. Therefor, a simple 


biological model can't stand. 
Ta the coanectionist modal of BSP, [ regard the cach sleclically-cturged part as 


the sows apd the receiver of clostromagnetic waves. That is, cach part has its own 
frequeucy and phase simultanennaly. This resembles a huge aurhher of Wansmiasion 
machines functioning without confusion, but in tho model the transmitted information {s 
alwayo homogencous amt can be controled imentionally. . . 

Thouretically, it is possibile to transmit information even in a por sysirm, only if 
the information is coded in a proper way which fit the feulure of the system. Thus, ESP 
can tausait information, even if the sigyal is quite weak, once we have proper coding 
myathod. ‘Ihe process is expressed by the Formula (1) w (6). 


3 Ceniiog in Neural Network 
When ap agent have a target in his mind, the cuncersed ceuron & activated. By 


assodation, other neurons copvermed with whot is related to the target ave activated 
copseyucntly. Thug the brain establishes the patters ta send the infarmation. Thig 
Process biases the informution timewise and spacewise. 

Tbe perciprent fallow the sate process to the opposed direction. Tho more decoding 
he doesin his neural networks, the less noise wxi morc accurite information he can get. 
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This process is actualy much more complexed, as it is practiced in the uncouscious 
level, but I would like to focus on ESP signal which is weaker than noise, by cimplifying 


the process(Fig.9 and 10). 


6 Result of Simulation 
I practiced an experiment using a computer, with ESP cards as targets. The hit rate 


shown in Fig.12 indicates that RSP is competent cugugh to transmit information and that 
the association memory has an effect to reduce noiges, This leads w a bypothecis that 

even weak ESP signals can transmit information, as un actual brain has an immense oumber 
Of neurons and a huge amount of association mewory is involved in the process. 


7 Psi—Missing and Sheep—and—Goat Effect 
Whea coded information has closely related association memory, the memory becomes a 


large noise, thus causing inevitable psi-missing(shown in Fig.12). Whew the association 
memory is the denial of ESP, pei—missing ooccures even if the ESP signal is received. 
This is scheep~and—goat effect. 


8 Displacement Effect 
When the change of the amount of the stored memary is smaller thao that of the 


stored noise, displacement effect is likely to occure(Look at Fig.6). 


9 Inteusity Probability Theory of Pai 
According tO the model established by Mr, Kokubo, the intensity probability of psi 


is certain figure, 0.01, regardless of the hit rate iteclf, I would like to prove this 
by using the connectionist model. I have got the Formula (11), which is just equall to 
the Formula (7), the formula of Mr. Kokubo’s usodel{(Look at Fornmia (7) to (12).

Otani has observed 
various Chinese chi gong masters who 
vised Japan. Chi (kt in Japanese) 
iy thought to be the universal life en 
ergy that permeates the universe, Chi- 
gong masters (kteko in Japanese) 
claim ta be adepe at controtling this 
cnergy. Ki may have a slightly differ- 
ent meaning in Japanese than chi in 
Chinese. This variation ia derived from 
both cultural and translation differ. 
ences. In Japanese, ki has diverse 
meanings: denki means electricity (den 
means thunder) and tenti means 
weather (ten sivas heaven), Sume- 
times ki, by itself, means “energy.” 
Scientifically, it Is difficult to define 
exactly what Af is. In Chinese, chi is 
sometimes translated into English as 
“gas” even though it is thought to be 
a form of energy. Although chi-gong 
Masters are part of the medical estab- 
lishment in some Chinge hospitals, 
only a few such pracuiloners cure their 
clients using this methodology in Japan. 

Prolessor Otani has conducted vari- 
ous forms of psychical research which 
have not been published. A number af 
yearu ago, he conducted a survey of 
Japanese war widow's expericnces. He 
polled 100 widows in each prefecture 
of Japan, finding that many report- 
ed apparitional experiences coinciding 
with their husbands’ deaths during 
World War I], About one-third of the 
2,200 questionnaires were returned. Al- 
though his analysis is still incomplete, 
Otani is categorizing the types, cloth- 
ing, actions and paiterns in the impres- 
sions, as well at times of impression ver- 
sus time of incident. Although no case 
reveals perfect correspondence between 
actual events and the widow's impres- 
sions, some cases reveal a high degree 
af coincidence. In a few cases, the hus: 
hand, thought te be dead, returned 
safely. Otani has noted a wide diversity 
in the manner that the widows inter. 
pret their experiences. Some regard thy 
appuritional event as extremely abnor. 
mal while others clasaify their experi- 
ence as ordinary. 
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About {5 years ago, Gtani conducted

medical value of her intervendons 
could not be established by Kasahara’s 
investigation, her organization Claiss 
that her treatments are highly effec- 
tiva. The organization's videotape 
shows cases lu which pationts’ progress 
toward complete recovery is document- 
ed over time. Kasaharo’s private video- 
tipo docs not show Mrs, Kita making 
incisious, which euggesta that she docs 
not regularly engage iu this practice. 
She appeared to be symbolically treat- 
ing patients by applying small band- 
ages. I talked about this case with a 
Korean colleague at my univeristy, Dr. 
Wou Jung Ju. Apparently, Mrs. Kim 
has gnined a degree of farnc through- 
out Korean and even a Korean church 
group in Dr. Ju's neighborhood, in 
Norfulh, Virginia, has wen her video- 
tape. Although Dr. Ju nated that a 
small percentage of religious Koreans 
believe in her ability, he feols that most 
Koreans are highly skeptical. Da. Ju 
knows of no founal sciontifie investiga 
tion of her organization's clains. 

The society keeps ubreast of resea rch 
developments in other countries. Tuka- 
aki Ota, a high school English instruc- 
ior, regularly paraphrases Western re- 
ports for the monthly meetings of the 
sucicty. He is presently reading Margins 
of Reality by Jahn und Dunne (1987) 
and will be reviewing this book ut a 
meeting this summer, Shigeki Hagio 
ptesented a paper, “Kecent Researclies 
of Parapsychology In USA” at the J98R 

annual convention in Yotsuya, Tubyo. 

Various other individuals, bosides 
the members of the japanese Sociely 
for Parapsychology, have conducted 
psychical research in Japan. Professor 
Aoki has dune a remote viewing ex- 
periment at Chubu University, Hirushi 
Motoyama, fuunder of the Institute for 
Religious Psychology, has conducted a 
longterm research program, seeking tn 
ferret out the relationship between 
yoga, meridians and chi energy. He uses 
complex equipment ta monitor electri- 
cal body functions and believes his 
duta, analyzed by computer, reflect 
personality characteristics, as well as 
potential medical disorders. Motoyamia, 
a Shinto priest, advecates a religions 
orientation, a position which  af- 
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fects his theoretical formulations and 
arouses suspicion among scientifically 
oriented observers, Vatious new reli- 
gious groups, which haye sprung Up 
since World War IT, also present many 
claims regarding paranormal teats. 
Some organizations adyocate secular 
idcologics, somewhat scientific. in ari- 
entation, ralhe: than religious tlaee 
trimnés. 

‘Khe Japanese wuedia play 9 signifi. 
cant role in shaping the public's im- 
pressions uf the occult, A famous Japa- 
nese actor, Tetaino Tanba, had a near- 
death experience; afterward, he took 
part in producing a movie about the 
“afrer-death" world. His fame and 
popularity have increased even more 
since he devuted time toward dissem- 
inating life-after-death informatdon. 

Masuaki Kiyota, the Japancse metal 
bender, haz starred ina fictional movie, 
written a book aud appeared on vari- 
ous television programs, Although, in 
1986, he semed to acknowledge on 
TV that he used trickery, a degree of 
controversy surrounds this incident and 
he denies “confessing” in the manner 
portrayed. Ife claims his “disclosure” 
was produced through creative cdit- 
Ing. 

During the early 1980s, Professor 
Qtani conducted 9 series of experi- 
mente with Musuaki Kiyota, attempt: 
ing to ducument his psychokinetic abil- 
ity on videotape. Otani videwtaped 
varluus events which suggest that some 
of Koyota’s perlormances are authen- 
ti. One tape ehows Klynta directing 
his efforts toward a specially-tagged 
spoon which has heen clamped into 
position. On various uccasions, the 
spoon’s head sinwly, but markedly, 
twists, without being touched, Otani 
was present during these experiments 
and carefully inspected the spuuis both 
Lefore and after videotaping. Since the 
apoons’ iags are clearly discernible in 
theac segments, it would seem that the 
test spoons could not have been tam 
peed with or switched. Otani hopes to 
produce a “perfect” segment of vidco- 
tape, one in which he demonstrates his 
precautions and proceduces, both he- 
fore and after the filming of the sub- 
ject’s efforts.

Although this mave- 
ment may he an indication that Japa- 
nese skeptics ac beginning to take the 
possibility of ESPs existence more 
seriously, 1 knuw of no ovidence ug- 
gesting that the Japanese scientific 
community harbors greater tolerance 
to parascientific claims than do West- 
eru scientists, {t may he that they; are 
more willing to investigate physioogi- 
cal phenomena associated with altered 
mental states, since some investigdtors 
have conducted experiments with in- 
dividuals claimning special abilities. 

Onc television program, part of the 
series “Science-Q,” a weekly education- 
al ducumentary, presented @ program 
that alfracted preat |nterest arhong 
Japanese parapsychologists. The pro- 
gram showed various feats jexformed 
by a Aiko master from China, Dr. Yu 
Yong Chang. Under the bears of 
atuduinic researchers, the master 
caused paralyzed childien to move 
their linabs, He also alfrcted a candie’s 
flame under uncuntrolled conditions 
(the investigators felt that their’ con- 


trols were sutisfactory during this’ fens,

Another felt this 
ihcory wis inadequate, since he be- 
heved tha master could affect inani- 
mate obyects,

They feel that 
Chinese kiko, a practice associated with 
seemingly psychokinetic performances, 
may constitute a Iruitful realm for thé 
scientific investigation of psychic heals 
ing. Although Chinese rescarchers in- 
vestigating Aiko masters tend to accept 
loose proofs of “anomalous” fonts, 
Japanese scientists demand far Jigher 
levels of evidence. The main inierest of 
Japanese investigators ts not wherher 
kiko masters have special abilities, but 
dhe exact matue of the energies ea 
ducing observed effects, Although suct 
abilities may not be related to psi, the 
investigation of them will comribute to 
the understanding of human physiol- 


ogy. 
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
